Alberta Farmers’ 
Association

The meeting of this Association 
in Alexandria Hall Monday after- 
noon was not largely attended 
owing tothe very cold weathor 
but there wore-a number of the 
leading agriculturists of the dis- 
trict present. 

The mecting waa called to hear 
the report of Henry Jamieson 
the delegate to Calgary Conven- 
tion of the ‘Alverta’ Parvors’ 
Association. Mr. Jamieson’s re- 
port wasa most complete and 
exhaustive one and covered the 
entire business done at tha con- 
vention, for which he receive | 
the thanks of the meeting. 

le began with the President’s 
addr:ss which contained refer- 
ences to the power of organized 
farmers, the desirability of ob- 
taining a special grade for Al- 
berta oats, better freight rates 
east and west, and that car rates 
should be readjusted. He re- 
‘ported the strength of the assoc- 
iation as about 1099 members. 
They resolved that the Dominion 
government be requested tu legis- 
late for the protection of- timber 
lands in the west and 20 or 30 
acres of each 160 be allowed 
homesteaders. That homestead- 

ers be givensthe--first chance to 
purchase minerals on their home- 
steads, That the management of 
government telephone trunk lines 
be placed in the hands of a com- 
mission who willbe above party 
politics. Theconvention resolved 
that the government be requested 
to legislate towards restricting the 
granting of bonuses by munici- 
palities to railways etc. That the 
government take steps to restrict 
the exhorbitant rates of interest 
charged by some concerns. He 
gathered from the discussion on 
irrigation that the grain growers 
of northern Alberta receive a 
more equal distribution vf water 
from the Lord than the grain 
groweas of southern Alberta do 
from the irrigation -officials, even 
after the Lord has placed an 
abundant supply. of water in the 
ditch. Better postat service was 
urged upon the Postmaster gen- 
eral, also that elevators be com- 
pelled to use proper cleaning 
apparatuses. The association 


was satisfied with the present}, 
‘last: 


Local Impovement Ordinance. 
‘They favored the Dominion Gov- 
‘ernment taking some means to 
guard against coal famines, and 


that a joint tariff should be in|- 


force over all railways to any and 
all parts of the Dominion whether 
operated by government or indi- 
viduals.

Poor Service Rendered By Horses Most Common Among Young Chickens Spring and Fall Foale—Reasons For) some Bright Saytngs by Little Men 


Often Due to Bad Shoeing. 


Every farmer stould endeavor to 
learn something about the seience of 
horseshoeing. Much of the poor ser- 
vices rendered by some of our horset 
is due to poor shoeing. In some lo 
calities are nen practicing the  busi- 
ness of farriers that never have really 
learned their trade. In that business, 


as in all others, there are bunglers | 


that would not be able to correctly 
shoe a horse if they knew how. It is 
the testimony of many horsemen that 
good horses have been made lame re- 
peatedly by being wrongly shod. The 
great mass of farmers do not know 
when their horses are correctly shod. 
This knowledge is necessary, and is 
beginning to be more general than it 
was. Our agricultural colleges arc 
dcing a good work in sending out 
giaduates that have taken a course in 
the science of horseshoeing. 

The horse can be no better than his 
feet, and the best horee in the world 
ean be ruined by having his feet ruin- 
ed. Think of a horse having to work 
all day on hard soil with feet lamed 
by improperly fitting shoes. This is 
not only cruelty to the animal, but it 
is a loss to the owner. Many a horse 
> rendered useless is supposed to 
have some kind of trouble and is dosed 
with medicines or rubbed with lini- 
ments to take out the supposed sore 
ness in some other part of his limbs. 
It {s first necessary for the farmer to 
be able to diagnose the trouble. Many 
a horse has been doctored for weeks 
before it has been discovered that his 
shoes were the cause of the trouble. 
Farmers’ Review. 


Three Ways to Fasten Gate. 

The Queenslander, of Australia 
suggests three new methods of fasten- 
ing farm gates, In the upper device in 
the illustration a plan is shown that 
is made of iron one inch broad and 
one-quarter inch thick. The part that 
goes over the gate-head being much 
longer than that on the other side of 
the bolt will keep it down. 

When a horse attempts to lift the 
loop the pendant piece of iron plate, 
one-eighth inch thick, on the other 
side, coming down on the top rail effec-

tually prevents the loop from being 
raised over the gate-head. The centre 
bolt should have plenty of play, aiso 
the pendant piece of plate. The latter 
should hang luosely, so as to be always 
in place : 

When one wishes to open the gate 
the piece of plate is raised outward, 
when the loop can easily be raised over 
the gate-head. This gate-fastener is in 
common use about Mansfield, and no 
horse or cow has yet succeeded in 
opening a gate fastened with it. The 
figure in the lower right hand side 
shows the fastener detached. 

The gate-fastener, shown in the fig- 
ure at the lower left. hand corner, is 
one frequently seen on the farms in 
South Australia. It is preferred to all 
others, as no farm animal can open it, 
and even workmen who sce it for the 
first time tind a difficulty in opening 
and fastening it. It is, however, ex- 


“tremely simple, and consists of a 


Staple on the gate and one on the post. 
To the latter staple is attached a ring 
which connects with the larger link 
that passes through the staple. The 
link is slightly turned so as to allow 
the pin to hang downward. Raising 
this pin allows it to pass through the 
staple, providing the link is free, 
which follows when there is no strain 
between gate and post. This link can- 
not slip through the gate accidentally, 
since a strain necessarily pulls the pin 
firmly against the staple. 


Hard Plowing. 

When the plow is hard to hold, it is 
safe to say that it is hard work for 
the teams to draw it. This may be be- 
cause of roots or stones, in which casc 
the cause is obvious, but if not some- 
thing else is wrong, and the cause 
should be found and the trouble rem 
edied. It would be cheaper to get a 
new plow than to wear out plowman 
and team with a plow in poor condi. 
tion. But as often as not the troubl« 
orises from the line of draft not bein; 
right. It would seem that any farmer 
should know {if his plow “runs her 
nose into the ground,” so that he 
found he had to bear his weight on 
the handles or pulled out so that he 
had to lift it on to keep it in, whether 
it look too wide a furrow or too nar- 
row a one, and should know how to 
remedy it, yet we have known a farm 
hand to work all day with a plow 
when‘he was putting out more strength 
every hour than he would have used 
in a day’s work with the same plow 
had he “hitched” the team properly. 
—American Cultivator.

I have found nothing better or more 
effective than iodoform by itself, or 
{odoform one part and tannic acid one 
acid one part and tannic acid one 
part, or jodoform one part, boric acid 
one part and tannic acid one 
part, It is best to wash the head, 
wipe out the mouth and throat with 
a weak solution of creolin (one or two 
to 100), using a boiled cotton or medi- 
cated absorbent cotton swab. Next 
remove the crust on the skin, comb, 
wattles and eyelids and the exudate 
from the eyes, the mouth and throat. 
Then, with sterilized or boiled or ab- 
sorbent cotton, wipe away the blood 
on the raw surfaces until they cease 
to bleed, then with cotton swab cov- 
er the raw places with iodoform or 
either of the iodoform powders above 
mentioned. Do not be afraid to put 
{odoform into the eye or the conjuncti- 
val sack. The next day or the same 
day a few hours later apply freely 
vaseline or fresh lard all over these 
places. In some cases it may be ne- 
cessary to apply the iodoform or iodo- 
form powders once a day for two or 
three days, and thereafter apply freely 
only lard or vaseline every day. In 
other cases one application of the 
jodoform and daily applications of 
lard and vaseline are all that is re- 
quired. In_ bad cases, eaperially 
where they do not improve as rapid- 
ly as they should, give internally as 
much as a teaspoonful of vaseline 
containing a few drops of creosote or 
ten to thirty grains of epsom salts in 
a tablespoonful of water.

An objection to spring colts 
may be partially overcome by plow- 
{ng In the fall or keeping the brood 
mares for very light work, with the 
colts at Mberty to accompany them 
always, 

A colt needs but very little feeding 
if the pasture Is good und there fs wa- 
ter running through it. He needs theo 
only a small feed of oats at night, no 
corn, and if he is given hay. it ia not 
necessary to give him a full ration. 
What he will consume from the baro 
will not be one-third his value when he 
is three years old, and if he is well 
bred the gain is greater. 

When a farmer raises his horses he 
knows their disposition, constitution 
and capacity. It is the proper way to 
get good, sound, serviceable horses on 
the farm. It should not be overlooked 
that a colt must be tenderly treated. 
from birth, and must be fondled and 
handled as much as_ possible. He 
should never hear a harsh word, but 
should be taught to have confidence in 
everybody he sees or knows. This {s 
an easy matter if his training begins 
from the time he Is a day old. We can 
be thus gradually broken without diffi- 
culty, and will never be troublesome.
